et, and thet they ,had since been able 
to further reduce this spread to 50c. 
per cwt,’’ 

While both the Calgary and Ed- 
monton markets are well managed 


_| and a splendid asset to Alberta’ as a 


whole and the livestock business in 
particular, I do' not know of any 
livestock dealers in this part of the 
country who ever made a practice of 
shipping hogs to either market. All 
of them without exception have their 
regular customers, either packers or 
wholesale butohers,to whom they ship 
direct, 

Six pears ago. would. be 1923. The 
‘highest for thick smooth hogs in Cal- 
gary that year was 13.60 in Septem- 
ber and the lowest was .07cents, No- 
vember 2¢ith, 

My own records show that the 
lowes: I paid at local points was 7.15 
which was also in the latter part of 
November. Prices paid by my two 
competitors in Lacombe and the deal- 
er in Bentley would vary very little 
from mine. I have recofds for many 
years, together with cancelled cheques 
to prove my statements, but have no 
record of a price as low as 5.50 be- 
ing paid for thick smooth hogs any- 
where in this district, for the last 
twenty years. The statements of Mr. 
Claypool 'in the Bame report are 
equally false, viz: ‘‘that the drovers 
are making from ten to thirty doll- 
ars per head,’’ and he cannot support 
his statemenits by proof of any kind. 

A few years of such profits on cat- 
tlé and hogs would make any dealer 
very wealthy, whereas it is well 
known that very few of them become 

rich men, and it is also known that 
quite a number who did have money 
have lost heavily in recent years, 
| Which should prove that they on the 
whole have been giving a service at 
very low cogt to the public. 

Pecl Officials may say that the 
Pool sometimes make payments sup- 
plemienting. what is paid on shipping 
days. The private dealers have also 
and eince long before the pool starte4, 

Packing companies do not approve 
of their agents and shippe:s taking 
; unreasonable margine on the stock 
shipped them and commatition would 
also prevent it being done. It 
quently happens however that there 
io a price advance after the dealer 


are delivered, or even on the days they 
have been delivered, and after those 


who have brought them in have been | 


paid and returned home. When this 
occurs it has been the custom of the 
dealers in this district for years past 
to immediately credit their patrons 
with the increased price and make 
a supplementary paymert for \he 
amount,

been followed by most of the dealezs 
throughout the province, and I have 
also reason to think thet the pool 
propaganda has followed similar lines 
of misrepresentations and . untrue 
statements. wherever. ahay have: - or- 
ganized, 

I do not consider that the statements 
of their secretary with respect to 
their percentage of shipments are 
very reliable either, particularly with 
regard to Lacombe, but it is all: pool 
propaganda and can be taken for 
what it is worth. In a large district 
North West. of Bentley there hiave 
been no private resident dealers, but 
they are now invading the territory 
and getting business every week. 

In many cases pool members have 
found their shackles rather galling 
when week after week and year af- 
ter year they see non pool members 
getting better service and prices. I 
cannot however see how contracts ob- 
tained through misrepresentation 
and untrue sbatemenite can be very 
binding and doubt very much if they 
could be enforced in any court. A 
Toronto news item in the papers 
January 81st refers to the arrest of 
two officials of the Jackson Manion- 


Mines-Harcourt and Thompson who |. 


were arrested and are now under 
bail bonds, Harcourt for $10,000.00 
and Thompson for $5,000.00. ‘‘ They 
are charged under section 414 of the 
Criminal Code which declares that it 
is an indictable offence for a director 
or officer ofethe Company to make 
a statement with knowledge that it 
is false or untrue for the purpose of 
influencing persons to become Shiare- 
holders of the Company.’’ 
| Jf Messrs. Ohowen and Claypool 
have not known that whet they were 
given as facts were untrue, it is little 
excuse for them for they should have 
had the information before making 
their dangerously recklees statements. 

I can support the stotements I have 
made by records covering many years 
and have no doubt but that the other 
dealers can elso. Margins are 80 
close that there is never much differ- 
ence in what any of us are paying on 
the same day. 

I have no objection to anyone see- 
ing the records I have kept, except 
perhaps a little embarrassment 
through having continued so long in 

‘# business where the profits were so 
small. If examined by pool mem- 
bers they might be surprised to find 
that the service given shows less 
cost to the producer than anything the 
pool has been able to show as yet in 
their annual statemenits.
